PERSONAL AND POLITICAL, 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL WANAMAKER 
is collecting the data for his annual re- 
port to congress, the special features of 
which, it is said, wiil be similar to 
those of last year.

GEN. BUTTERFIELD has declined a re- 
nomination for congress tendered him 
by the republicans of the Tenth Ohio 
district. 

ON the 18th the sixtieth birthday of 
the late Emperor Frederick was cele- 
brated throughout Germany with flags 
and by special sermons and church 
services and by appropriate exhibitions 
at the public thesters. 

Tue official announcement is made 
that Chief Seeretary Belfour will take 
the place of the Jate Rt. Hon. William 
Henry Smith as first lord of the treas- 
ury, carrying with it the conservative 
leadership in the British house of com- 
mons, 

On the 17th James Parton, the well- 
knowu author, died at Newbury purt, 
Mass., after an illness of several weeks. 

AcTING SECRETARY SPAULDING has 
instrueted the collector at San Franeis- 
co to refuse admission to any Chinese 
person unless he produces a certificate 
stating that he does not come within the 
prohibited classes. 

ON the 19th W. J. Arkell bid in the 
Mount McGregor railroad, at the mort- 
gage sale at Saratoga, N. Y., for $28,- 
509. 

It is stated that his late visit to Chi- 
cago has quite changed the opinion of 
Sir Henry Wood, English commissioner 
to the World’s Columbian exposition, 
that New York was the best city for 
the fair, and he now thinks that the se- 
lection of Chicago was the proper one. 

A VALPAHAiso dispatch to the Lon- 
don Times says impartial evidence con- 
firms the statement that the United 
States squadron in Chilian waters, both 
in words and deeds, displayed enmity 
toward the congressional party during 
the recent war. 

In his report to Secretary Foster Sec- 
ond Comptroller Gilkerson says that 
during the past year his office has set- 
tled 50,782 cases, invulving $174,8*4, 662. 

PREMIER PARKER of New South 
Wales has resigned in consequence of 
the recent government defeat on the 
eight-hour question. 

IN sending his blessing to the 
organizer of the recent French pil- 
grimage, the Pope bitterly complains 
of the attacks upon the pilgrims by ‘‘an 
ungovernable populace.” 

Dix. WILLIAM P. Meany, for the past 
eight years a resident of London, is in 
Chicago, it is said, to arrange for the 
opening of an Anglo-American bank, 
with offices in London and Chicago. The 
expital stock will be $5,900,000. 

JUDGE CANE, with whom the poet 
Whittier lives, at Amesbury, Mass., 
says there is no truth in the published 
report of Mr. Whittier’s illness. 

At Vienna, on the 19th, Emperor 
Francis Joseph opened the museum of 
fine arts in the presence of the arech- 
dukes and the diplomatic corps. The 
collection of pictures, engravings and 
statuary is one of the finest in the 
world. 

On the 19th Gustave Stein, musical 
critic for the New York Staats-Zeitung, 
died of pneumonia. He was recently 
bitten by a spider, and an operation 
made necessary on that account weak- 
ened him, and was in some sense the 


| cause of his death. 





Ir is officially stated that the Chilian 
rovernment has given an intimation 
that it will soon issue a safe conduct to 
those persons who have taken refuge 
in the American and Spanish legations. 
The government has recognized the 
right of asylum in a letter to Mr. Egan, 
the Uuited States minister. The Span- 
ish minister is acting in conjunction 
with Mr. Egan.

Mars. A. GreGorY, aged 40 years, wife 
of a weli-known farmer near Middle- 
town, N. Y., was murdered at her home, 
on the 14th, while her husband and the 
hired man were working in a field.

On the 19th the commercial congress 
of the western states interested in deep 
water harbors on the gulf met in Oma- 
ha, Neb., with more than 100 delegates 
present. 

ScarLet fever has raged for several 
weeks in Girard college, Philadelphia, 
though without fatal results. Nearly 
forty of the younger pupils have been 
attacked, and the fever is yet uncon- 
troled. 

OnE of the most important move- 
ments made by Great Britain on the 
American continent in many years is 
foreshadowed in a cable dispatch from 
London. It is nothing less than the 
regular use of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way for the transportation of British 
troops from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and vice versa when bound to or from 
England and India.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS 





Tue Secretary of the Navy has signed 
a contract with the Iowa Iron Works of 
Dubuque, Iowa, for the construction of 
torpedo boat No. 2, similar to the Cush- 
ing, for the sum of $113,500. 

For several years Porter County, Ind., 
bas beén suffering from the depreda- 
tions of horse thieves. Horses have 
been stolen, secreted and finally 
shipped to Chicago and it seemed im- 
possible to capture the thieves. A cave 
was found on the 20th in which a large 
number of horses had been secreted, 

SENATOR VOORHEES was relieved of his 
pocketbook containing about $700 in 
drafts and about $50in money, by pick- 
pockets at Richmond, Va., on the 20th. 

A REIGN of terror prevails along the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande. Per- 
sons entering Mexico without passes 
are summarily shot. Three Mexicans 
were executed by Gen. Iarcia on the 
20th, in the presence of their pleading 
families. The shots that ushered them 
into eternity and the cries of the wives 
and children for mercy were plainly 
heard on the Texas side. 

An organized effort is under way 
among the farmers to secure from Con- 
gress free mail delivery in country 
towns. The Farmers’ Alliance, Patrons 
of Husbandry and other orders, are can- 
vassing the matter. 

Tne resignation of Gov. Steel, of Okla- 
homa, promises to lead toa renewal of 
all the intriguing which characterized 
the fight over the locations of the terri- 
torial capital. Guthrie, Oklahoma City 
and Kingfisher all have candidates in 
the field, and each place is invoking the 
aid of every influence procurable.

7, 1890, an it was defeated by a large 
majority.© This action on the part of 
the peop##, the governor says, while 
peculiar, does not indicate a disinclina- 
tion to assume the condition of state- 
hood. He says that New Mexico 
shonld not be kept in the subordinate 
position of a territory, for the reason 
that she possesses the number of in- 
habitants, the resources, and the taxa- 
ble property necessary to admission. 

The total assessed valuation of the 
property of New Mexico in 180 was 
$45, 199,847, and of this $1,172,162 was 
exempt from taxation under territorial 
laws. The financial condition of the 
territory, the governor says, is re- 
markably good. 

On the subject of irrigation the 
governor says there is nothing of 
greater importance to New Mexico than 
this. The future of the territory de- 
pends very largely on the increase of its 
area of cultivated land through the 
comprehénsive systems of irrigation. 
The mining industry throughout the 
whole territory has increased in 
amount and profit during the past year. 
The total mineral product for 1890 was 
almost 33,000,009.

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


A Wife-Murderer Gets Life. 

Dr. Sam N. Glover, of Carnesville, 
Ga., ayoung and talented physician, will 
serve the rest of his na life in ghe 
Georgia penitentiary for wife-murder. 

[Dr. Glover’s conviction of having mur- 
dered his wife closes a remarkable story. 
Six years ago he graduated from a school of 
medicine with the highest honors. ‘He set. 
tled in Jefferson county, one of the richest 
counties in Georgia, married the daughter 
of a wealthy citizen and“ became a light 
both of churehand society, Miss McDowell, 
a South Carolina young lady, was a fre- 
quent visitor to the doctor’s family, and 
gained friends by heracsomplishments. One 
day the doctor disappeared, to the surprise 
of relatives and patrons. About the same | 
time Mrs. Glover disappeared from her 
home, and was never heard of there after- 
ward. Glover, however, returned to his 
family with a big story of having been 
seized andtied by masked men, who held 
him out for a ransom, which he refused to 
give. The disfavor into which he had fallen, 
however, prepared the community for his 
removal, but why he*should go toa back- 
woods county like Franklin was not clear. 
The news a few days latef that his wife had 
died at her new home aroused suspicion, but 
when it was discovered that Miss McDowell, 
under ca assumed name, was living in 
the same community, those on 
the inside were certain that the dead wife 
had been the victim of foul play. When, 
three days after the death of his wife, the 
doctor applied for a license to marry Miss 
McDowell, he was arrested, and a warrant 
was issued forthe arrest of the paramour, 
but she had skipped. She returned one 
night later and made a daring attempt to 
rescue the doctor from jail. She was run 
down by the officers, and for three months 
has occupied an adjoining cell to the one in 
which her lover was confined. On the trial 
ic was clearly proven that Mrs, Glover's 
death was caused by arsenical poisoning. } 


Died Defending Her Father. 

Miss Lizzie Gossol, aged 17, was shot 
to death the other night, says a Macon 
(Ga.) dispatch, by her four male cousins 
while defending her father. She was 
engaged to marry one of the young 
men who aided in murdering her. The 
murderers are named Smith, and they 
reside on a neighboring plantation near 
Unionville. They hadtrouble with the 
girl’s father, and they rode over to 
whip him. They had Mr. Gossol on the 
ground when the daughter appeared. 
She attempted to pull one of them off, 
when the flash of several pistols fol- 
lowed. The girl dropped dead witha 
bullet in her keart. The murderers 
fled, but they will be summarily dealt 
with when captured. 








Married His Sweetheart'’s Daughter. 

The recent marriage of John Ring, of 
Cabell county, W. Va., aged 70, and 
Miss Mary Donnan, aged 20, of St. Al- 
bans, is a union of more than ordinary 
romance. Mr: Ring was formerly an 
unsuccessful suitor of his bride’s mother. 
He always remained her friend, how- 
ever, and when her child was born be- 
came greatly attached thereto. The 
little girl, as she grew to womanhood, 
strikingly resembled her mother, who, 
when Mr. Ring sought her daughter’s 
hand in marriage, looked with favor 
upon the alliance. The groom has pur- 
chased a fine farm, where he expects to 
enjoy his last days in the sunny smiles 
of a pretty and girlish wife. 


Stole the Bloodhounds. 

Bob Wickens, a tough citizen, hailing 
originally from Nashville, Tenn., where 
he is connected with good families, es- 
caped from the county workhouse at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., assaulting and 
stabbing the guard. Bloodhounds were 
immediately put on the trail of the 
convict and caught him without loss of 
time, but he evidently stood in with 
them, and the brutes went off with 
Wickens, leaving the officers in the 
lurch. Within an hour he walked into 
a saloon in the center of the city, 
bought a quart of whisky, showed his 
shackles and walked away. Since then 
no trace of him has been found. 


A Good Word for the South. 

The Financial Chronicle says of the 
Louisville & Nashville earnings: 

We have an illustration of the wonderfa’ 
industrial activity and expansion which 
have characterized the recent history of the 
south and of the care taken to secure the 
Louisville & Nashville a share in the enlarged 
traffic resulting from this activity, and by 
low tariffs and wise management further to 
promote and stimulate it. The Nashville 
has done its part in opening up the mineral 
resources of the section, and it is from the 
mineral development that the quickened 
trade and manufacturing activity have 
sprung, creating new enterprises, new cities 
and towns, and a constantly expanding body 
of consumers and producers, 

Coal Deposits. 

A fine 6-foot vein of bituminous 
coal, almost entirely free from sulphur 
and iron, and coking well, has been dis- 
covered in the mountain portion of 
Presidio county, Tex. It is said to be 
similar to the Trinidad coal of Colora- 
do. The extent of the deposit has not 
been ascertained, but the indications 
are that it is quite extensive. It is not 
far from the line of the Southern Pa- 
cific railway. 

Cotton Warehouse Destroyed. 

The storage warehouse of Hurter & 
Co.’s compress at Montgomery, Ala., 
was burned with 2,500 bales of cotton. 
The cotton had been bought by Serks 
Co. and Reilly Bros., of Liverpool. Ful- 
ly insured. The loss on cotton and 
warehouse is estimated at $125,000. 

A Heavy Bribe. 

Alexander Grotte, a Russian Jew at 
Atlanta, Ga., charged with embezzle- 
ment, has been offered $20,000 by his 
mother in Russia with which to defend 
himself if he will leave his Christian 
wife and return to his native land.

His Critics in a Caustic Ad- 
dress. 








DECLARES HE1S FOR HAR- 
RISON. 
Hints at Disclosures About the 
NV. ole St. Nicholas. 





HIPPOLYTE NOT SO BAD AS PAIN-

The Veteran Leader of the Colored 
Race faiks to a Great Audience, 
Including Prominent Divines from 
Abroad- Answers His Persecutors.

Ifan appreciative audience is 
needed to inspire a public speaker. 
the Hon: Frederick Douglass 'acked 
none of it when he arose to talk 
about Haiti last night at Metropoli- 
tan A. M. E.Church. Thiscommo. 
dious house was filled, many white 
people being present, among them 
probably seventy~five of the distin- 
guished delegates to the Ecumenical 
Conterence. 

Mr. Douglass began with a few 
remarks personal to himself. The 
correspondent of a Boston paper, he 
said, had represented him asa _ negs 
lected old man, who had outlived his 
usefulness and ought to be retired. 

He hoped the correspondent was 
present, so that he might soothe his 
sorrow and drown his tears by fin- 
ding him neither despised nor neglec- 
ted. Someofthe members of the 
Afro-American press had also ex, 
pressed a stong desire to retire him, 
and Mr. Douglass said it would be 
unkind to doubt the sincerity of 
their solicitude for his imfirmitiert 

“If these men mean,” said he, 
“that my place should be occupied 
by younger and stronger men, I 
might retire right now. But they co 
not mean this, and I can’t see that I 
amin the way of anybody. Old 
men have a right to live, and it indi- 
cates a bad state of society where no 
gray hairsare tobo found. As to 
the time of lite when men should 
cease to address public assemblies, 
there is some difference of opinion.” 

Mr. Douglass stated, while talking 
in this strain, that he began to speak 
fifty years ago,and some of his friends 

thought he should continue. This 
was followed by a round of enthusi- 
astic applause, and when he referred 
to Mr. Gladstone as the great illus- 
tration of old age with intellect and 
mental vigor unimpaired the ap- 
plause that came from the ecumeni-

cal visitors was vigorous. Mr. Doug- 


lass denied that he put himself along 
side of the great Eng ish statement.

as he did yearsago, Every nowand 
then the intensity of Mr. Douglass’ 
dislike for those who criticised him 
cropped out, and referring again to 
the conduct of a correspondent who 
had offended him, Mr, Douglass 
spoke rather bitterly.

er’ Itisalso, said he, the black 
man’s country, the great emancipa- 
tor of the nineteenth century. It 
was Haiti who startled the Christian 
world into an appreciation of the 
fact that the negro was a man. 
Until she spoke the conscience of 
the Christian world was untronble 
even by a dream of the negro’s mans 
hood. Freedom was not given to 
them as a boon; it was conquered as 


‘‘The idea,” said he, “of a fellow 
who came from the plantatio:s and 
corn fields of the Eastern Shore talk- 
ing about diplomacy. I’ve been 
charged with talking too much about 
Haita, for a minister of the United 
States, bythe New York Tribune. 
This paper charged me with blurting 
out state secrets, but fails ot tell what 
secrets. This is the elegant fiction of 
these great newspapers. I only told 
what had been told before. The 
trouble was my way of telling the 
story differs from that of the salt-wa 

ter correspondents who came down 
to Haiti in what they called the 
white squadron. When I return 
their fire thereis a little howling. 
I've told my story about this matter 
in the North American Review, and 
it l’ve done any man an injustice I 
stand ready to retract. However, I 
know or none now. If driven to the 
wall I have it in my power to put be~ 
fore the whole world all the corres- 
pondence about the Mole St, Nich- 
olas affair in a different light and «a 
light some gentlemen will not like 
to see. 

In my opinion, contineud the 
speaker, the negro in the United 
States hasa theater of usefulness 
equal to any place on the globe. 
This great nation is a missionary 
nation not only in Christianity, but 
in wiping out the prejudice against 
black man, and until the black man 
can make himself respected in the 
United States he cannot do it any. 
where else. 

Mr. Douglass then gave his audi- 
ence a pen picture of the country of 
Haiti, its harbors and coasts, all of 
which naturally brought him around 
sgain to the subject of the Mole St. 
Nicholas affair. 

We have heard much of Mole St. 
Nicholas, he observed, and if one 
can believe the pressin its statements 
relative to the sntention of the Gov- 
ernment. we Will hear much more 
It is the Gibraltar of the Carribean 
Sea, and commands the windward 
passage, by which, when the Nicara 
guan Canal is cut through, all the 
trade must pass. Whatever natiou 
hols the Mole St. Nicholas will be 
the mistress of that sea and have that 
canal and its traffic at its mercy. It 
is the stronghold of Haiti, and it is 
no wonder her statesmen do not want 
to part with it. While I think the 
Haitian government might under 
proper conditions have parted with 
it, I see no reason why we should feel 
aggrieved that she doesn’t sell it to 
us. She hassimply exercised a sov- 
ereign right to take care of herselt 
The idea that Haiti has insulted us 
in this matter has no foundation in 
fact, and I am glad the press and the 
public are beginning to despise the 
tin-tattled that has been trumped up 
over this refusal. Haiti has been as 
liberal toward us as she thought she 
could afford to be. It is said she 
promised to sell. This she denies, 
and this denial is entitled to respect 
until it is proved to the contrary. 

After describing the beauty of the 
Haitian scenery, the fertility of its 
soil, and the characteristics of its 
people, not omitting their revolu- 
tionary tendency and turbulent spir- 
it, Mr. Douglass discussed the char- 
acter of the President of the repub- 
lic, Hippolyte. Instead of being a 
tyrant, as he had been represented 
by the press of this county, Mr 


Douglass maintained that he was 
humane, honest, and patriotic. 
Much of the tronble in Haiti was 
due to the right of asylvm in various 
consulates by reson of which revo u- 
tionists were permitted to leave the 
country unpunished. Referring to 
this particular topic Mr. Douglass 
said it seemed that the British had 
placed everywhere where a man 
could fly for protection. 

I had to use them once myself, 
said he. There was no place in this 
broad land thirty years ago, where 


Frederick Dougiass cou'd stand a 
free man, not even at the. foot of 
Bunker Hill, where the blood of the 
first negro was shed in the cause of 
liberty. I never obtain my freedom 
until I found it, not in the great out- 
stretched paw of the British lion. 

‘This statement, made with all the

Wicuira, Kan., Oct. 28.—Word has 
been received here that the secretary of 
the interior has decided that he has no 
right to accept the offers of the citi- 
zens of Oklahoma who tendered their 
services to complete the allotting of 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe lands on 
an understanding that they should be 
reimbursed ont of an appropriation to 
be passed by the next congress. This 
decision will arouse.a vast amount of 
ill feeling on the part of both Indians 
and those waiting for homes in the 
new country. The Indians even now 
believe they are being maltreated, and 
claim that the government has failed 
to live up to the treaty made with 
them, both as to the payments prom- 
ised and as to the division of the 
lands. A Dispatch from Darlington 
says the Indians are very restive, and 
that a large number of chiefs have been 
delegated to go to Washington and de- 
mand what the Indians conceive to be 
their rights.

Few are the things that the demo- 
cratic leaders have done since the au- 
tumn of 1890 that they have not wished 
undone as soon as they were out of 
their hands.

The southern press 
openly speaks of republican legislation 
for the benefit of the union soldiers, or 
the widows and orphans of such, as the 
‘pension steal.” Let us see if the 
democratie convention will speak of it 
thus. Let us challenge and defy criti- 
cism of the policy of appropriating one 
hundred and thirteen millions for the 
sclief of those who have been wounded 
or who have become enfeebled in de- 
dense of the union, or for the aid of 
chose who have been made widows or 
orphans by confederate—it has become 
unfashionable to say 
J.et the republican party invite and 
defy the democracy to open its cam- 
paign along this line.
